excellent knowledge of the situation and were not 
blinded to the realities of the case by even such a 
temptation. 

The Kansas City railway~corporation is in dis- 
tress. So bad is its situation’ that it agreed tothe 
unusual and almost unprecedented payment of a 
fare reduction for relief. It has <q bonded debt 
of $22,000,000, which is probably double the value 
of its properties. The present franchise has 16 
years to run. The bonds begin to mature in 1911. 
Plainly over capitalization is the cause of the 
distress. Fifteen years is too short a time for 
the payment of such a huge debt. The. possibility 
of securing a renewal or extension of the franchise 
on any terms become smaller each year, while its 
value for money-raising purposes constantly’ de- 
preciates. Another embarrassment. is that in the 
face of the best fight that could be made the 
United State Supreme Court has decided that when 
a franchise has expired, it has expired, a proposi- 
tion so simple that only a public utility corpora. 
tion in dire need would question it. 

The comment of Bernard Corrigan, president of 
the Kansas City corporation, is interesting, too. 
He said: “The result of the franchise election is 
a disappointment to the management of the com- 
pany.

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LEVITATION AND SPOOKS. 

Prof. Hyslop holds a scientific position when 
he claims a possible scientifc value for the feats 
of levitation which the so-called medium Eusa- 
pia Paladino is alleged to perform. 

Magnetism, wireless telegraphy and gravitation 
are well-known examples of force acting from a 
distance from the body moved. And it would be 
unscientific to affirm, dogmatically, that there 
were no other moder of such action in nature. 
The form of motion caused by force at a dis- 
tance exhibited by this medium is, according to 
Dr. Hyslop, not unknown to physiologists, who 
call it telekinesis. But of its nature or mode 
of working little or nothing is known. 

Many developments of the past 20 years go to 
show that a very thin veil separates the known 
from the unknown. And what are called occult 
or spirit powers are nothing Dut natural powers 
not yet reyealed by the efforts of science or man- 
ifested so definitely that they can be appre- 
hended as natural facts. Wireless telegraphy is an 
accepted scientific fact, because the power of 
which it is a manifestation has been shown to 
be within the sphere of nature. And scientific men 
are working to dispel the cloud of ignorance 
which prevents our understanding hypnotic pow- 
ers. 

Every fact which can be trought within the 
cogifizance of the senses is a natural fact. It 
may be that there is no such thing as a super- 
natural world; when that word is used we really 
mean that part of the natural world which is sti]] 
unknown. Probably much of it is unknowable 
by way of the senses, and we shall always have 
to rely upon the intuitions of poets and visions 
of saints for information concerning it. But 
we cannot say that it differs in its essential char- 
acter from the sensible world. Our organs of ap- 
prehension are not attuned to it and may 
never be,

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HISTORY BY SENATOR BEVERIDGE. 

In a magazine article Senator Beveridge says a 
vice-president always reverses his predecessor’s 
policy when he comes into the presidency, citing 
Andrew Johnson as an example.

The 
great emancipator’s ideas on reconstruction were 
too big and generous to be swallowed willingly by 
the North, and Johnson was the last man in the 
world to persuade them. 

The widespread popular belief that poor Andy 
Johnson failed because he refused to follow in Lin- 
coln’s footsteps is probably jndelible, but a United 
States Senator ought » ‘to know better. He failed, 
because he did try to do just that thing.

4 extend upward until they rival Mt. 
McKinley as compared with the peaks 
of average days.

scientists breathed a deep sigh of relief 
tonight when unofficial news was re- 
ceived that the University of Copen- 
hegen had@decided adversely to Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook’s claims to the dis- 
covery of the North Pole. 

Although not unanimously against Dr. 
Cook, the majority of the scientific men 
of the capitol. city have been skeptical 
of the Cook claims for some time. They 
have feared that perhaps the Copen- 
hagen authorities m:ght have left some 
loophole of doubt for Dr. Cook or ‘that 
there might even have beer a favorable 
decision. In that event an international 
controversy would be established and 
a chance would arise for many dis- 
agreeable things to be said on both 
sides, 
Moore Anticipated. 

President Willis L. Moore of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society said: 

“It is only what I anticipate. The in- 
férmation in the possession of the Na- 
tional Geographie Society for several 
weeks has satisfied nearly all our Board 
of Managers that the decision of the 
Danish examiners of the records must 
be what the dispatch we have today 
foreshadows. 

“I expect that the American  peo- 
ple will do justice to the real discov- 
erer, Whose sun-has been temporarily 
ecl.psed by this preterder.”’ 

Chairman Henry Gammett of tue Fpe- 
cial committee appointed by the Geo- 
graphic Society to examine the Peary. 
records, said: 

“The rumor is in no sense a surprise 
to me. I have cautioned the members 
of the society to go slow fn the matter 
of accepting Dr. Cook's unproven word 
for his feat. I have been skeptical al- 
most from the first. 

“The alleged faking of the story of the 
ascent of Mount McKinley prejudiced me 
ugainst Cook. I am heartily glad that 
this most unfortunate controversy is 
near an end and I am also giad of the 
part I played in hindering any hasty 
or historical acknowledgment of Cook 
as a discoverer, which we miglit have 
to recant if such had happened.’’ 

Dr. J. Howard Gore of the committee 
appointed by the National Geographic 
Society to examine the Cook records in 
the event of necessity arising, said: 

“An adverse decision is in line with 
my own opinion. .I have been convince... 
for several weeks that the University 
cf Copenhagen would do this. It is in 
line with my own suspicions.’

I have been asked. the question, 
‘Is there any practical way of rais- 
ing the rates within the 100-mile 
radius so as to get enough additional 
revenue to absorb the bridge and 
terminal charges?’’ My conviction is 
that there is not. Any attempt in 
this direction would, I think, be 
resented by the railroads. 

If that were possible, there would 
be -an upsetting ef schedules atf- 
fecting territory in all. parts of the 
Middie West, and there would be 

complaints and protests from other 

cities that would have to be consid- 
ered by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and other official bodies. 
This association nas no power to 
force any such action. The public 
should bear in mind that when it 
comes to reclassification of rates 
affecting a wide territory, there are 
other roads which must be consid- 
ered besides the lines which en- 
gage in the St. Louis traffic. 

Many of the Terminal Association's 
critics seem to think that the bulk 
of its revenue is collected directly 
from shippers. This impression is 
very far from correct. We got about 
8 per cent of all our revenues from 
the railroads, and this represents 
about the amount of the absorptions. 
The balance comes from the direct 

- charges en the business within the 
100-mile territory and loca! switching. 
The railroads pay all switching and 
transfer charges on through business 
beyond the 100-mile radius. 

Some of the suggestions made 
looking to the absorption of the fixed 
charges on the business within the 
short-haul territory show a wide- 
spread misunderstanding of the rea) 
conditions. Among those is the rec- 
ommendation that we raise our loca] 
rates and thus get sufficient revenue 
to permit ihe absorption of all re- 
maining charges. This, of course, is 
impossible. \ 


Difficulties Dishéartening. 

I have been asked what steps the 
Terminal will take if there is in- 
sistance to the abolition of all 
these charges precedent to the 
granting of any further legisla- 
tion. I can only say that the 
Terminal Association will do the 
best it can and will spare neither 
expense nor effort to give satis- 

._ factory service under dishearten- 
ing difficulties. We have the 
ground to furnish the additional 
facilities so earnestly demanded 
by the Business Men’s League, the 
Manufacturers’ ‘Association, the 
Merchants’ Exchange, the Com- 
mercial Club, Cotton Exchange, 
Affiliated Business Men’s Associ. 
a‘ion, North St. Louls Business 
Men's Association, Furniture Board 
of Trade, and other shipping 
interests, but of course we can. 
not make it available unless the 
Assembly passes the necessary or- 
dinance. To obtain entrance to 
the Ranken and adjacent property, 
acquired by this association for the 
increased facilities, it is of course 
necessary that we occupy the 
stteets and alleys in that district, 
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Eastern points that East St. Louis’ 
receives, we are not in a position to 
furnish room on this side of the river 
for the cars engaged in this traf- 
fic. Vast quantities of this freight 
are hauled to and from East St. 
Louis on trucks, causing much de- 
lay and general dissatisfaction. If 
the new facilities are opened there 
will be no further delay in handling 
in and out bount freight on Bastern 
lines. . ; 

Asserts City Will Be Benifited. 

In connection with the Terminal’s 
application to occupy the unused and 
unimproved streets and alleys in the 
Ranken district, the fact should be 
borne. in mind that the city gets ab- 
solutely no use from them, If we 
take them over they will be paved 
and improved for the team traffic 
necessary in the loading and unload- 
ing of cars. They will be assessed 
as railroad property and the city 
will get benefits in the ‘shape of ad- 
ditional taxes. Unless the city gives 
its consent this Association will not 
be able to furnish the additional fa- 
cilities demanded by the commercial 
interests of St. Louis. 

Unless something is done without 
delay to provide these very neces- 
sary terminal facilities, the city’s 
interests will suffer more than this 
Association. The Terminal Railroad 
Association is fully aware of the 
city’s necessity in the matter of 
terminal facilities, and is ready to 
supply the deficiency, but in so do- 
ing it cannot accept conditions which 
mean naught but disaster. 

Mr. McChesney’s statement, according 
to members of the Municipal Assembly 
last night, will be studied closely in 
further consideration of the Terminal 
problem. 


WIDOW ASKS PROBATE OF WILL 
SHE REMEMBERS, THE WRITTEN 
DRAFT HAVING DISAPPEARED 


Mrs. Emma Laura Frye, widow of 
former Police Commissioner William G. 
Frye, who died Nov. 19, has filed a peti- 
tion in the Probate Court asking Judge 
Holtcamp to allow her to probate a 
memorized copy of the will of her dead 
huband. She declares the original will 
was either lost or destroyed. by acci- 
dent or design and that after a diligent 
search no trace could be found of it. 

The petition includes what Mrs. Frye 
declares to be the substance of Mr. 
Frye’s will, which, she.says, he drew up 
in 1892, a year after they were married, 
The will, it is claimed, left the entire 
estate to Mrs. Frye, after bequeathing 
$500 to the Provident Association and 
$500 to the St. Vineent de Paul Associa- 
tion. It was witnessed by J. S. King 
and Nephi Moyle, who is dead. Mrs. 
Frye was named executrix.

When the troupe of Japanese girls 
who had been performing at the Coilum- 
bia Theater all week departed from St. 
Louis for San Francisco last night, 
Matsua Moliani, one of the prettiest 
and sprightliest of the Oriental beauties, 
was not of the party. 

Happy 28 a butterfly just freed from 
the cruel meshes of a snare-net, this 
20-year-old daughter of Nippon remained 
in St. Louis and enjoyed the freedom 
in which she had been a stranger for 
many months. 

Eight Still Are Slaves. 

And yet as she sat and dreamily gazed 
through the steam-blurred window of 
the Banzal Restaurant at $10 Market 
street she sighed when she thought of 
the other eight butterflies who are still 
struggling in the net, poor lttle Pitti 
Sings sold into slavery by their parents 
to make an American holiday. 

Though nominally Matsua Moliani had 
not been in bondage like the other giris, 
her fate was little better than theirs 
until she found a@ way through the 
‘meshes of the net. Ané now this dainty 
Japanese moth says the flame of the 
foutlights will never lure her again. 

“Who has taken hold of the punk 
where it is hot does so never again,” 
she says, which is the quaint Japanese 
way of saying that a burnt child dreads 
thea fire. 

Others Get No Salary. 

Carl Grosse is the manager of the 
Geisha girl troupe. All its members 
except Matsua were brought by him 
direct from Japan. Their parents, in 
consideration of cash in hand, agreed 
that in effect the girls shall be his 
stage slaves for five years. In that 
time they must appear on the vaude- 
ville stage twice a day without salary. 
All they receive is their clothing, food, 
lodging and transporiation. 

Wit Matsua it was different. She 
was hired by Grosse In London and 
was to receive a salary of $10 a week. 

“But I must pay Grosse for my board 
and lodging. and clothing,’”’ said Matsua 
yesterday afternoon, “and I was al- 
ways in debt to him. Sometimes he 
gave me’ $i, sometimes $2 a week. It 
Was very hard.” 

Matsua fled from the Hotel de Paris, 
where the troupe was staying, and went 
to the Banzai restaurant, whose pro- 
prietor, a Japanese, gave her employ- 
ment as cashier. 

Contract Is Broken, 

When Matsua failed to appear at Fri- 
day night’s performance Grosse went in 
search of her and found her at the res- 
taurant. He agreed to permit her to re- 
main in St. Louis if in doing so he 
would not get into trouble with the im- 
migration authorities. Inspector Dunn 
decided that as the Geisha gir! had been 
admitted at the port of New York, there 
was nothing to prevent her remaining in 
St. Louls. Thereupon Grosse formally 
released her from her contract. 

“No stage for me; no, not any more, 
thank you,” said Matsua. last night. 
“Restaurant is better.’ 

Grosse said that his contracts with 
the girls’ parents were sanctioned by 
Japanese law and that he will keep 
them until the period of their indenture 
expires. If they desert him in America, 
he says, he will have them deported.

United States Will Establish 
Protectorate Over Zelaya’s 
Country.

TORTURING CONTINUES 
Women of Republic Petition 
Consul to Ask Nation’s 
Intervention. 





WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 18.—The 
United States Government soon will 
take charge of Nicaragua, as it took 
charge of Cuba, establish a government 
that will ebey the wishes of Washing- 
ton, and withdraw its physical force, 
leaving only the threat at Managua 
that is recognized at Havana—that an 
overt act in violation of the known in- 
terests of the United States will mean 
another intervention. 

The resignation of President Zelaya 
has not changed the situation. Gen 
Estrada of the Révelutionary forces 
still is in the field as a Revolutionist. 

If Judge Jose Madriz or Dr. Jullan 
lrias is elected President of Nicarauga 
by the National Assembly to succeed 
Zelaya, neither will receive recognition 
at Washington. Both are regarded by 
President Taft and the State Depart- 
ment as friends and allies of Zelaya. 

Torturing Continues. 

“Tam a soldier; not & murderer!”’ 

Unless American blue jackets are land- 
ed in Managua immediately it is feared 
reprisal for these words will be taken 
by Zelaya or his friends for this state- 
ment, uttered by Anbel Chavez, com- 
mander of the firing squad which was 
ordered to execute Groce and Cannon, 
whose deaths precipitated the present 
crisis, and other similar words. 

Revolutionists are being tortured in 
prisons, fathers and sons are made 
prisoners, and wives and daughters are 
being subjected to unspeakable outrazes 
because, With the arrival of American 
shins at Corinto, they were intrepid 
enousn to join in. a demonstration 
against the Government. 

The most prominent women of Niza- 
ragua have signed a petition, addressed 
to Honry Caldera, acting Cons 1 for 
the United States here, asking the in- 
tervention of America in ameliorating 
the condition of political prisoners and 
their families. 

Nature of Protectornte. + 

The 700 marines going to Corinto from 
Panama on the Buffalo will be sent 
across country at once to Managva, the 
capital of Nicarauga, and will be the 
first of the United States provisional 
army to take up permanent abode in 
that country. Other marines will be 
landed on the Atlantic side. The send- 
ing of regular troops will depend on 
developments of the next two weeks. 

Valasquez Is Threatened. 

President zelaya’s resignation has 
left his army in the field in command 
of Gen. Velasquez, That commander 
is a man of wealth, whose property will 
be jeopardized by his continuing in op- 
position to Estrada, unless he is sure of 
victory. 

The impression in the departments 
here is that Zelaya having resigned, the 
army he headed will disintegrate and 
Estrada will be able to march into the 
capital without molestation and take 
charge of affairs. 

Up to this time the United States 
Government has been back of Estrada, 
the only warning note to him appear- 
ing in the Knox letter to Rodriguez, 
in which it was stated that Estrada 
and the Nicaraguans individually would 
be held responsible for the lives and 
property of Americans and all other 
foreign citizens.

That is the position of the United 
States Government today, Zelaya, 
Madriz, Irias, Estrada or any other 
Central, American being an incident. 

If Estrada succeeds in getting hold 
of the government and obeys orders 
from Washington, troops pf the army 
will not be sent South. If he is not 
successful, or if, after getting office, 
he becomes recalcitrant, the United 
States will put in a government of its 
Own.

_ aimed at fie wife and daughter of Pre- 
miler Asquith of Great Britain, made a 
profound sensation when it appeared re- 
cently, and who has disappeared as ut- 
terly as Dr. Cook, declares his brother’s 
utterances regarding the Asquiths are: 
@ result of a mental aberration. 

Robinson Watson says the poet has 
suffered from this aberration since 1892, 
when it was caused by the nervous 
shock of receiving from the British Gov- 
ernment a grant of £200 ($1000) yearly, 
as a recompense for his poem written 
on the occasion ofthe death of Tenny- 
son. This grant, coming at a time when 
‘Watson was unstrung from a iong’ 
struggle against poverty, unsettled the 
poet's reason. In a statement sent to 
the World and Post-Dispatch, Robinson 
Watson writes: 

Death of Alfred Tennyson. 

"In October, 1892, Lord Alfred Tenny- 
son died. The illustrated London Times 
telegraphed my brother for a brief com- 
memorative poem. William Watson, for 
59 consecutive hours, without a break 
for rest, and barely touching «food, 
worked in almost tremulous eagerness 
and anxiety, his whole mind vibratirg 
in painful sympathy with his theme, 
and, instead cf the ‘brief poem’ that 
had been requested, delivered his im- 
‘mortal ‘Lachrymae Musarum,’ a poem 
of which Mr. Gladstone said to her late 
Majesty, Queen Victoria, that in his 
opinion it was “greater than Tennyson’s 
ownOde on the Death of the Duke of 
Wellington.’

LAWS CONFLICT 
UN AUTO RULES 


Statutes, Must Be Revised if 
Machines Are Regulated, 
Officials Say. 


AGE LIMIT AT FAULT 


Ordinance Fixes 16 Years’ 
Limit, Act Provides 18 
Years’ Minimum, ~ 


Theré are so many conflicting pro- 
visions between the State automobile 
law and the city ordinances that prose- 


cuting officials of St. Louis are con- 
vinced there will have to be a thorough 
revision of the statutes and the ordi- 
nances before there can be effective 
motor car regulation. By a recent de- 
cision of Judge Klene of the Court of 
Criminal Correction, the State law takes 
precedence over the city ordinances, 
thereby rendering them, tn many of 
their essential provisions, null and void. 

The city ordinances fix the speed 
limit in St. Louis at eight miles an 
hour. Under the State-law the maxi- 
jum speed is 16 miles. Juige Klene 
decided that as’ the city ordinance is 
in conflict with the statute, it is ille- 
gal. 

The State law fixes the minimum age 
of chauffeurs at 18 years. Councilman 
Norvell has introduced a bill in the 
Council making’ 16 years the minimum. 
Lawyers say Mr. Norvell’s bill, if 
passed, would be illegal because it does 
not conform to the State law. An ordi- 
nance fixing the minimum age at more 
than 18 also would be void for the same 
reason, it is held. 

Ordinance was Accepted. 

After Judge Klene rendered his de- 
cision the police prosecuted scorchers 
and “‘joy riders’’ in the Court of Crimi-

nal Correction where they were subject 
to a fine and jail sentence. The auto- 
mobile people then agreed to accept the 

onstitutionality of the ordinance and 
now only the more serious cases of vio- 
lation are tried in the Court of Criminal 
Correction. 

An attache of the City Counselor’s of- 
fice explained that the city ordinance 
fixes the maximum automobile speed 
limit at eight miles an hour in the city 
and six miles an hour in a park and 
that the State law of 1903 fixes the max- 
imum speed at nine mileg an Hour. The 
law of 1907 is that no person shall oper- 
ate a motor car on a public highway at 
an unreasonable speed and at no time 
in excess of 15 miles an hour, and that 


curve the speed shall not be more than 
six miles an hour. 
In the business portions of towns, vil- 
lages and cities the maximum speed 
shall not exceed eight miles an_ hour, 
and in all other portions of cities, towns 
and villages, not more than ten miles 
an hour. 
The lawyer said: ; 
“The present State Constitution au- 
thorizes the adoption of a Charter and 
the passage of ordinances by the City 
of St. Louis, provided that the Charter 
and ordinances shall be in harmony with 
and subject to the laws of the State. 
State Laws Not Applicable, 
“The question is whether the ordi- 
nances regulating the speed of automo- 
bilegs are in harmony with and consist- 
ent with the laws of the State on the 
subject. 

“In this State we have in force a 
system of local self-government. The 
cities of the State, in the exercise of 
their police powers, must and do frame 
many regulations which are unneces- 
sary to be enacted in other portions of 
the State. It seems to me that every 
presumption ought to be indulged in 
favor of the validity of ordinances 
passed by the city in pursuance of its 
police power. These ought to be con- 
strued as valid unless it can be plainly 
pointed out that they are irreconcilab/e 
to the State statutes. 

“Now, none of the statutes undertakes 
to say that it shall be lawful for dn 
automobile to run under any and all 
circumstances and everywhere at the 
rates of speed set down. They simply 
say that under no circumstances shai) 
the speed be greater than the limit pre- 
scribed by the statute. 

“The city says: ‘If you exceed the 
limits we set we will punish you be- 
cause the State statute doesn’t mean 
that you are allewed under any and al! 
circumstances to run at the rate of 
speed which is the maximum limit fixed 
by the State.’ | 

“The city further says that ‘in my 
parks, which I hold in my _ proprietary 
capacity and as my private property, 
it would be lawful for me to keep out 
automobiles altogether. Therefore, I 
can prescribe the terms, including the 
rate of speed, tinder which automobiles 
may enter the parks.’ 

“As the State statute falls te indicate 
any way in which a line may be drawn 
bétween ‘business portions and other 
portions,’ it is of doubtful validity.” '

The 
enrly snows of this year covered the 
swamps and the Indians wefe too shift- 
less to burrow under the snow for it. 
Ti sold in Jarge quantities last year for 
$3.60 a crate. This year it is scarce at 
$15 a crate. 

Watertown Goose Rivals Turkey. 

The turkey has a rival as a delicacy 
for the Christmas feast this year. A 
yhipment of Watertown geese from 
Wisconsin, which heretofore reached 


only the New York and Chicago mar- |} 


kets, has been received in St. Louls by 
the Bentzen Commission Co., 923 North 
Fourth street. In a tour of Wisconsin 
for lycopodium for wreaths, William F. 
Bentzen discovered the source of sup- 
ply of the dainty geese on the Rock 
River.

Possums Slightly Higher. 

The traditional mistletoe is plentiful 
and the needle pines from the Southern 
woods for decorating churches, etc., can 
be had in quantities for $1.25 a dozen. 

Turkeys are plentiful and commission 
men expect the price to be cheaper than 
last: year. They anticipate that the bird 
will sell for 24 cents a pound this 
week, instead of the 28 cents demanded 
last Christmas. Rabbits are plentiful. A 
splendid rabbit of two pounds may be 
bought for 15 cents, making it far 
cheaper than other meats. Possums are 
scarcer and slightly higher this vear, 
ranging in price from 2% cents to $1 
each. 

The big day for turkeys will be Tues- 
day. Thousands of the popular fowls 
will arrive on that day and Produce 
Row will be at its liveliest. The rush 
of purchasers will be on Thursday and 
Friday. The dealers will be ready for

Luyties Defends Formulas 
Which He Exchanged, for 
Stock in Company. 





EXPERT IS ON STAND 


C. A. Stix, Department Store 
Head, Testifies Business Pub- 
licity Is Indispensable. 


Herman C. G. Luyties, until recently 
president of the Sanitol Chemica] Lab- 
oratory Co., for which minority stock- 
holders are asking the Circuit Court to 
appointed a receiver, defended the sev- 
en formulas which he exchanged for 
stock in the corporation at the trial of 
the case in Judge Williams’ court Sat- 
urday. He declared on the stand that 
the seven formulas have been the prin- 
cipal assets of the company. 

According to Mr. Luyties, the sales of 
Sanitol preparations, made from his 


formulas, aggregated $109,177.75. The ne’ | 
profit, he ‘said, was $45,118. This was be- 


fore the company began an advertising 
campaign. 
Advertising Is Profitable. 

The following year Sanitol began to 
advertise at the close of the year 187 
the gross business amounted to $970,004. 
The net profit, the witness said, was 
$80,000. 

Judge Williams asked Luyties to ex- 
plain how the net profit on the sales 
of 19097 was so much less comparatively 
than that of 194. The witness replied 


i that in 1907 the company spent $700,000 


to $800,000 putting new goods on the mar- 
ket and exploiting the business, 

The witness further testified that in 
1908 the Sanitol, company discontinued 
advertising. and the gross business‘ of 
1909 had fallen. off to $472,000. Luyties 
declared that his formulas, without any 
ald from advertising sources, had pro- 
duced a profit to the company of 50 
per cent, 

Charles A. Stix of the Grand-Leader 
store was put on the stand by the de- 
fense to tell the value of advertising. 
His testimony was to offset criticism 
of Luyties’ management of the Sanitol 
company in 1907, when more than $308,- 
000 was spent in obtaining publicity for 
its products. 

Mr. Stix said he regarded advertis- 
ing as indispensable in the sale of arti- 
cles such as the Sanitol goods or in the 
management of a big department store 
and other business lines. 

“Advertising,” Mr. Stix testified, 
“leads people to form a habit to use 
certain articles or t60 go into certain 
stores. It would be of no service, 
though, after the first time if the goods 
advertised were not as represented.’’ 

Luyties told the Court that the reéceiv- 
ership had damaged Sanitol affairs un- 
til now, he said, the company has but 
little business. 

“Nearly every druggist in the United 
States,” he said, ‘‘has discouraged the 
sale of our toilet preparations because 
of a circular sent out by complaining 
stockholders. At the close of our ad- 
vertising campaign of 1907 we were on 
the road to deciaring on an average of 
a $250,000 dividend every year thére- 
after. Two dividends were declared in 
1608.’’ | 

Luyties was cross-examined by Attor- 
ney Dorsey Jamison for the plaintiffs. 
In regard to the formulas, the attorney 
‘asked the witness if he knew of a con- 
cern in hiladelphia that sold them for 
1” cents or three for 25 cents, and if-he 
had not consulted the concern. Luyties 
replied that he had never heard of it. 

Burning of Ledger an Issue, 

Thée attorney handed Mr. Luyties a 
list showing the cheap’ formulas and 
asked him te compare them with the 
seven he sold for $500,000 and see if some 
were not the same. An objection to 
thig line of testimony made by Attor- 
ney Albert Arnstein was sustained. 

The burning of the Sanitol ledger 
after it had been rewritten for the pur- 
pose ef changing lLuyties® salary as 
president from $50,000 a year to $25,000 
& year was taken up. The witness de- 


}nie@d that he told Robert E. Desmond, 


former secretary of the company, to 
burn the old ledger. 

“Didn't Desmond testify that he was 
under the impression that he burned !t 
at your direction?” said Mr. Jamison. 

“Yes,” replied the witness, “but Des- 
mond did not know what he was talk- 
ing about. I did not tel] him to burn it 
and did not know that it had been 
burned until] about the time this sult 
Was filed.” 

- Luyties said that while the old ledger 
‘made it appear his salary was , $50,000 
yearly, he never received that much. 
He said about the time his salary was 


; raised he had been upproached by a 


man. who offered him $50,wu ua year to 
go East. “I told him I wouldn't move 
out of St. Louis for $60,000 a year,” 
Luyties testified. 
‘The attorney also examined Luyties 
about pleasure trips made by him while 
president of the company. He admitted 
that he had mede such trips to Canada 
and that he was in Arizona and New 
Mexico in January and. Ferbuary, 190, 
or pleasure, but denied that he charged 
any of his personal accounts on such 
trips to the company. He also denied 
writing a check for $1000 on the com-

It was 
understood that each side, seeing the 
equally firm stand, instructed John T. 
Brush of the New York club to select 
a man whose name had not been before 
the league as @ candidate. Brush con- 
sulted none of his colleagues, but tele.

dorf-Astoria at once.

“The Pilgrims had the doubtful 


pleasure of witnessing a couple of 
games played on the American 
gridiron. As many will know, the 
ground is marked out in five-yard 
squares and the game is played by 
a code of signals. The players do 


not kick the ball—the game con- 
sists of catching, running with and 
throwing the ball. Consequently, 
when a player gets the ball, the 
epposing side make for him 
straight away and, as it seems that 
any means of downing him and get- 
ting the ball from him are law- 
ful, some exciting—not to say 
terrible—scenes are witnessed. Re- 
serve players are seated on forms 
areund the ground. As one player 
is carried off to the stripping room 
or the hospital, as the case may be, 
a reserve at once takes his place. 
And it is not often that a reserve 
has to watch a match through. As 
a spectacular affair the game is 
spoiled owing to so little being seen 
of it, the players being frequently 
huddled together in a heap on the 
ground, whilst the luckless wight 
at the bottom has generally to be 
led off the field.’’

How different in Fingland, ard espe- 
cially among the amateurs and former 
college students. They continue at the 
game until they are nearly 60 years of 
ago ,playing men of their own age and 
class, and derive great pleasure and a 
world of exercise from their playing. 

A college footbal player may say that 
soccer igs too tame, but the college man 
makes a mistake when he talks along 
those lines. He is required to ‘be in the 
best possible condition to play two 4- 
minute halves, for during a game of 
soccer nearly evcr>y player on both sides 
covers miles and at a high rate of 
speed, while the college game tends 
more to brute strength than science and 
speed. ' 

The soccer game is open, and the spec- 
tator can see every play made by both 
sides, while in the college game only a 
part of the game can be seen. 

What good does college athletics do 
those who participate in them after they 
leave college? They are then content to 
be spectators only. But in soccer they 
could continue playing until late tn life.

NOTES GIVE WARNING. 


Demand for $3000 Made and 
Civil War Veteran Is Threat- 
ened With Death. 


Jacob Young, 7% years old, has or- 
ganized hrs tenants into an armed 
guard, ‘which stands watch day and 
night over his home on his 400-acre 
farm, several* miles west of Columbia. 
Ill. This ts because of two ‘Black 
Hand” letters which he has received, 


demanding $3000, and threatening his life 
if he fails to pay. 

Inside the house are detectives with 
revolyers, and about the premises prow! 
vicious watchdogs. A strange? entering 
is hailed by sentries, and if he cannot 
give a good account of himself, is run 
off the place, 

Young, who was formerly District 
Treasurer of Columbia Township and 
is a veteran of the Civil War, received 
the first letter on Thursday. 


First Note Ignored. 

It addressed him as ‘“‘Dear Father,” 
and was signed, ‘Your affectionate 
son.’” It read: 

Please bring $3000 to Falling 
Springs. If you do not you will be 
shot to death. 

Young laughed, and put the letter 
away in his desk, believing it a joke. 
But he became grave when a second 
letter arrived Friday morning. It was 
short and to the point, as follows: 

Do as you were instructed or you 
will be shot to death before long. 
Young’s aged wife, whom he told of 

the letters, was terror-stricken, and 
urged him to ask the authorities for 
protection. Instead of doing so, he de- 
cided to attempt the capture of the 
writer. 

He gathered several of his tenants 
and neighbors, who armed themselves 
with shotguns and. formed’ an ambus- 
cade near Falling Springs, six miles 
from Young's home. .At the appointed 
hour, Young appeared at the rendez- 
vous, holding temptingly in his hand a 
package of paper which he had cut the 
Size°of currency. Half'a dozen révolv- 
ers he carried were not in evidence. 


Shots Warn of Enemy, 

He waited an hour, and no one ap- 
peared. Then he called in his rein- 
forcements and started the march for 
home. When they had walked a quar- 
ter of a mile, four revolver shots were 
fired behind them. Young believes. these 
shots were his enemy’s signal] that he 
was aware of the ambush and that he 
was not to be trifled with again. 

At the solicitation of his wife, Young 
at once took steps to safeguard his life. 
Detectives were summoned from S8t. 
Louis, one body of whom watches the 
house while the rest are scouring the 
neighborhood after clews. Husky young 
tenants and neighbors were armed and 
set to patroling the premises. 

Young has four married children, in- 
cluding two sons, both of whom are 
members of the guard. 

“Neither of. my-sons,” said the 
farmer, ‘‘would have sent me the 
ters. I did not know that I had 
enemies.’’

LONDON, Dec. 13+-xhe rapidity that 
the promotion of Lord WNel- 
son, England’s greatest Admiral, has 
been outdone by the speed with which 
Capt. David Beatty of the Royal Navy 
has attained high honors, A special or- 
der has been fesusd by the: Admiralty, 
after a council, which watves the regu- 
lation requiring six years’ service as 
captain before promotion to rear ad- 
miral and the official announcement of 
promotion will foow in a few days. 

The special refers only to Capt. Beat- 
ty, and is based presumably .on his 
service record. But folks are wonder- 
ing how much of the handsome young 
Captain's “acceleration” is due to the 
wealth and social abilities of his wife, a 
daughter of Marshall Field, who was 
Mrs.. Arthur Tree before she married 
her present husband. 


Record for Gallant Service. 

Capt. Beatty is only 38 years old, 
Nelson .was 39 wher he was made Rear 
Admiral. Thirteen years ago he served 
under Kitchener in Egypt and took com- 
mand of. the gunboat flotilla on the 
Nile. His gallantry and ability were so 
conclusively shown at Athara and Om- 
durman that he was decorated with the 
distinguished service order, which ranks 
second in favor among military men 
only to. the Victoria Cross. 

During the boxer troubles in China, 
Beatty commanded the battleship Bar- 
fleur. Again he distinguished himself 
and was rewarded with the post of Cap- 

| tain at the early age of 29. In the Ad- 

niiralty Office Beatty is looked upon as 
one of the most capable siaff officers 
and he has acted as aval adviser to 
the council of the War Office! 

In social life Capt. Beatty has made: 
a notable record. Looked upon as the 
handsomest officer in the navy, he won 
the attention of Mrs. Tree and... when 
she was divorced in 1901, she married 
Capt. Beatty.

Homes Are Like Greenland 
Igloos—Water Is Still 
Scarce. 


"CARTHAGE Moe bes. 18.—With zero 
weather and many homes without wa- 
ter, another famine is added to the long 
list of troubles to the residents of Car- 
thage It’s a natural gas famine this 
time. The gas went completely off at 
noon yesterday and has remained prac- 
tically off ever since, leaving many 
suffering in cold houses without any 
means to cook food. Hotels and res- 
taurants are doing a rushing business. 

The Carthage Gas Co. gives no reason 
for the gas shortage, but it declares 
that by spring it will have a line from 
Oklahoma, so when the gas goes off 
from the Kansas fields, the Oklahoma 
gas can be used. Many are abandon- 
ing the gas entirely and using coal and 
wood instead, declaring the gas too un- 
reliable. 

The water famine has remained the 
same all week. Little progress has been 
made toward laying new mains. with 
the earth frozen. Many residents have 
laid service pipes on top of ground, un- 
covered, for blocks, to get water, and 
when the cold snap came these pipes 
froze, leaving them in a worse condition 
than ever. , 

Work on the new pumping station has 
been abandoned until the weather is 
more favorable. The Frisco Rallroad is 
using a gasoline engine to pump water 
from the river, a quarter of a mile 
from the yards.

O ONE would dream of asking such a question but for the discovery, 
through modern biology, that the human germ cell is, in its most 
vital aspect, made up precisely as is the germ cell of the onion. 

In each of these germ cells is found 16 chromosomes. The chromosomes 
are tiny rods which are supposed to contain the qualities and peculiarities 
of the parent stock, paternal and maternal. All germ cells, whether of ant- 
mal or plant, are practically alike, except for the number of chromosomes. 
The number of these rods is always an equ’! number, because, in the de- 
velopment of the cell, half of them place themselves on one side of the 
middle plane and half on the other. Then, like a body of soldiers on 
drill, they pass the middle plane, each squad taking the other’s place 
and thus insuring that the most important parts of the cell, namely, them- 
selves, shal] be equally divided among its total mass. 

Under the microscope there is nothing to distinguish a human germ 
cell from the germ cell of an onion. And if we could watch both at once 
during development, we should see the 16 chromosomes going through 
exactly the same processes of subdivision and reunion in each cell. 

This remarkable fact strikingly impresses one with the limitations of 
biologica] study. For no one has ever been able to suggest why a human 
germ cell should have nothing to distinguizh it from the germ cell cf an 
onion or ang of the plants which belong to the onion family; nor why each 
of these similarly appearing cells should produce a being so different in 
every essential particular.

Beginning Old Age Before We 
Are Two Years Old 


CCORDING to the “Minot theory” about old age. thuse who are trying 

A to stop it must begin while children are learning to crawl. Old age, 

it is said, begins before a child is 2 years old and gets so firmly 

fixed on us before we are 21 that there is no use in trying to get rid of it 
afterwards. 

This surprising opinion is written out in full in the Educational Re- 
view by Prof. Francis Ramafey of the University of Colorado. He gives 
credit for it to Dr. C. 8. Minot of the Harvard Medical School, after whom 
it is named the Minot theory. To show the way we lose power from the 
start, a table is published giving the rate of growth in the young from 
one month to 23 years. It begins at 23°per cent a month in children a 
month old and falls to 6 per cent a month at a vear old. In bovs 1 year old 
it will be 20 per cent a year on their first weicht. From-this gain of one 
pound in every five, the gain falls to less than three pounds to the hun- 
dred at 20 years. At 23 it stops, with gain afterwards not life growth in 
al ,.lbut a result of special habits. 

This is called a “progressive disease of vital power” due to the begin- 
ning of the old-age habits of the body cells from the first year of life. 
The millions of single cells which make up the blood and everything 
else in the body are supposed to huve habits of thelr own. The old-age 
habit is said to begin in childhood because of the increase of a substance 
in the cells which lessens their life power. This old-age-making substance 
is named “cyptoplasm.” Its results in changing youth to old age are called 
“eytomorphoais.”’ 

It is said that in ability to learn new things, children are greatly 
superior to older people. This is a fact whether it is caused by “cyto- 
plasm” or not. Older people have only the advantage of being better able 
than children to force themselves to learn what they do not like. 











Geological Bureau Predicts Exhaus- 
tion of Oil Supply 


HE use of automobiles makes a new demand for gasoline that is 
growing enormously. .The demand for oi] is growing enormously 
in other ways. Ol] locomotives now run over 17,000,000 miles a year 

in this country: and use over 19,000,000 barrels of ofl in doing it. It is said 

that an oil engine, wastes only about three-fourths of the power in oil 
while an ordinary engine wastes all but one-etghth of the power in what it 
is fed on. 

Under this demand, the supply of of] is increasing enormously every 
year. But the United States Geological Bureau, quoted by Dr. Charles 
Peskerville, thinks that we cannot rely on o!] much longer. It is said 
that at the present rate of use it wil) not last much beyond 1935. Almost 
any year we may get cheaper fuel in some other way. One or two diffi- 
culties now understood have only to be overcome and it would be done. 
These would be overcome at once, we may well believe, if it “paid” as 
enormously as the oj] business does now. /

now control the oil supply find in 1935 there is not enough left to keep a 
steady trickle h the pipes. A great deal might then be distilled 
from the minerals known as “shales,” ag these shales of certain kinds are 
found in the ofl regions.

The opium habit gives its resulta quicker thai. alcoho: and they 
are much worse. Dr. Lambert quotes f'om a cocaine victim who had be- 
gun using it after using opiates, that “‘n five months one is much worse 
from cocaine than in five years of morphine,” 

Dr. Lambert is now writing on this subject hecause he finds that in 
public hospital practice, some of the worst and most hopeless wrecks from 
cocaine, morphine or alcohol may be restéred to health and “cured of 
the habit” by three common drugs, mixed and given in small doses. One 
of them is an extract of “Xenthophylum.” This is only the “prickly ash,” 
common in parts of Missouri, where its bark is used for rheumatism and 
other diseases. In curing the victims of habit, it is mixed with bella- 
dona and hyoscamus, both of which are common drugs. . The belladona is 
a dangerous poison, if ignorantly used, and a “strong medicine” in any case. 

In one treatment of the “drug habit,” and of drunkenners, where many 
cures have been reported by the use of the hypodermic syringe, the cure 
has been brought about, it is said, on the theory that the sufferer “could 
quit if he liked.” After giving him all he asks to drink of the “best liquor,” 
he is delighted with the cure. Then after an injection or so the “best 
liquor” hecomes disgusting to him. The idea of disgust was injected into 
lis roind by injecting small quantities of a strong emetic into his arm, into 
his veins immediately after giving him his favorite drinks. As he does not 
know that an emetic is disgusting him, he thinks the best 40-year-old 
brandy sickening. As long as this disgust lasts, hé is “cured.” Dr. Lam- 
bert does not hold thig theory. He looks on the “total wreck” of habit 
as a man in the last stages of deadly nervous disease. He thinks it sur- 
prising that a mixture of three common drugs, all well known and in 
general use by physicians, should have such unexpected results in re- 
gg. health even to wrecks who had been brought to the point of death

Mr. Miller on our gafl, two members of the Aero 
Club of France have lately secured 30 marvelous 
views which they have incorporated into a vol- 
ume. (Messieurs Andre Schelcher and Qmer- 
Decugis.) But however stimulating and suggestive 
to the mind; in the nature of things photographs 
tell the story only by piecemeal and at second 
hand; they are unrelated detail; to be sure they 
give the point of view and the idea of height and 
they indicate the rare symmetry of the street and 
architectural schemes. But in order to supply the 
detail which makes the interest of a photograph, 
they must be taken so near earth as to miss the 
ensemble; and of course they miss the color and 
charm, the indescribable quality of the actuality. 
There is no great elation in looking at a photo- 
graph. The only lens capable of comprehending 
the picture is the lens of the eye, with the mind 
and the emotions behind it. 

In like manner language fails. That medium 
was invented for the use of men with flat feet 
on the ground, and its comprehension is limited 
to that point of view. Too often, indeed, language 
fails for the purpose of ordinary, everyday use 
here below. It requires a Keats or a Shelley to 
make us feel even the flight of a lark. No, the 
vocabulary in use on the surface of the earth does 
not “carry” much further up into sublimity than 
bird shot. Nor can yon take your vocabulary up 
into the skies with you and shoot down with it 
very effectively. 

Even the combined use of words and pictures 
is pitiably futile to “bring: down” the beauty and 
wonder of a flight over Paris on a clear day to the 
comprehension of the man on the pavement. Ble- 
riot in his aeroplane flew above the Eiffel Towcr 
as we did in cr safe and simple balloon. Ble- 
riot can grasp the miracle with trained senses. 
My esteemed friend, Col. Bud Dozier, never! 

To future generations the sensation of flight 
will no doubt be a commonplace of everyday life. 
Boys will ride the skies on kites. Rudyard Kip- 
ling’s “freight packets” will ply the airlanes be- 
tween Liverpool and New York. “ut a majority 
of people now living will have to content them- 
selves with a vicarious experience and a cheaply 
imagined imitation of the rec! thing. However, 
ther¢ are some mundane sensations slightly com- 


—- --— 


parable to flying. A poet once observed that there 
is almost an infinity to be seen and felt in gazing 
into an ox’s eye. 

_ So, too, the layman may have a hint of what 
it is to be in the air, if he will stand beside a 
still pool that mirrors depths of sky and seems 
to contain all the space within itself—the illusion 
of clear ether is below him. Or you may have a 
happy little attack of indigestion some night and 
dream of flying in a manner that faintly sug- 
gests the enjoyment, the dizziness, the exalta- 
tion and thrill of the genuine voyage.

Dr. See said that the typical crater of the moon 
was a very large circular depression, with steep 
walls inside and sloping walls outside, and a 
small peak ih the center, ‘with the top of it below 
the average level of the lunar surface. If anyone 
supposed the craters to be voleanic, it was im- 
possible to account for the depressions wnore the 
craters stand; and no forces ted from with- 
in could dig out the circular trough about the 
peak in the center.
